NOT TO ENFORCE RETURN OF 

FOOD RIGIDLY AS YET 


Calgary May 16.—Although the 
date May 15th after which no surplus 
stocks of foods may be held, has ar- 
rived, the ruling on the matter 
was announced by the Food Board will 
not be rigidly enforced for the pres- 
ent, according to J. Irwin, Southern 
Alberta representative of the Food 
Board. ‘In many cases, Mr. Irwin ex- 
plained there were not. the conveyances 
to bring the supplies to the dealers’ 
places and the owner was not, conse- 
quently to blame for the delay. The 
ruling allows every house a supply 
sufficient for two weeks unless the 
owners live more than two miles from 
a grocery store in which case a supply 
for 20 days, etc. 

Every dealer is required by law to 
accept food and every wholesaler or 
manufacturer is in turn required to 
take it from the dealer. The prices 
the dealer may give for the food may 
vary according to various. dealers. 
there are some stores in the city where 
food is being brought back at the 
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the makes price 

In all cases, how 
points out that the price may be fix- 
ed on the wholesale prices of April 
20 afd the ‘séale of ‘ present” buying 
graded accordingly. Copies of the re- 
gulations in detail have not as yet 
been received by the local represen- 
tative who is inclined to think that in-

After the War 


Intimation that Germany and Aus- 
tria have completed a new convention 
securing between themselves closest 
military, economic and customs rela- 
tions for the next twenty years is im- 
portant to the Allied powers as much 
from an economic as a war viewpoint. 
With regard to the war something 
of the sort was to have been expected 
The situation in Austria-Hungary is 
such that it was impossible for Em- 
peror Charles;to do other than ac- 
cept what the kaiser had to offer him. 
The Dual Monarchy was never so close 
to disintegration as now and to hold it 
together the intervention of a strong 
arm such as that of Germany was ne- 
cessary. 

With respect to the economic end 
of the convention it is to be supposed 
it had reference to after-war condi- 
tions and anticipated a struggle for 
the Central powers ‘in the re-estab- 
lishment of world trade relations. If 
that is the case we may assume that 
the convention provides for a contin- 
uation of the war against the Allies 
in the markets of the world, with ev- 
‘ery device being worked to displace 
the goods of Allied countries and sub- 
stitute for them the goods of Germany 
and Austria. We have long known of 
Germany’s ability in this direction and 
her unscrupulousness also, so we may 
know what to expect. 

This move on the part of ‘the Cen- 
tral Powers greatly strengthens the 
stand of those among the Allies who 
have been urging that agreement 
should be reached to meet the after- 
war situation by refusal to handle 
the goods of the Central powers, de- 
voting our time and effort, rather, to 
the development of our own latent 
economic resources and dealing in as 
large measures as possible with our 
own friends. Something of this must 
have been in the minds of the chancell- 
or of the exchequer when he announced 
the governments intentions to denoun- 
ce all commercial conventions carry- 
ing the “favored nation” clause. 

The empire first, our friends next 
and the enemy last, isn’t half bad 
sort of slogan for the British people.

The British government was desir- 
ous of*an honorable termination of the 
war, but the peace moves of the Cent- 
ral powers heretofore had not been in 
the interests of fair and honorable 
peace. 


Germany Must Seek 
Decision Quickly. 


Ottawa, May 20—In the summary 
of the war situation issued by the 
British ministry of information, and 
cabled to the Canadian Government, 
is the following: 

“For two reasons Germany is forc- 
ed to seek a decision in the field as 
early as possible. Delay would invol- 
ve the risk of a breakup in the alliance 
which she cannot afford. His victory 
in the coming summer/campaign must 
be absolute, or worse than valueless, 
for Germany will have exhausted her 
reserves, whilst, even should the 
Franco-British alliance find themsel- 
ves similarly reduced, the American 
army will just be approaching its 
zenith. From immense. proportions 
Germany thinks she will be able to 
achieve a decisive victory within the 
time limit. The allies are confident 
that with the infusion of the Ameri- 
can troops, whose first draft is al- 
ready incorporated in the French and 
British lines, they.can withstand the 
the full force of the enemy assault 
until the American army in the field 
has grown to the same proportions as 
those of the French and British. 

“It is a question of time. Every 


attack will be delivered. The German 
staff has adopted a method similar to 
that employed when the enemy made 
his rush on March 21, holding the front 
line strongly everywheré but grouping 
the first line troops more densely in 
some parts of the front than in oth

Toronto, Ont. May 21—The present 
position regarding military service of 
boys who are 19 years old or in the 
future reach that age, is as follows, 
according to a statement made by 
the registrar for Ontarion today: 

Boys who had attained the age of 
19 years of age on the 20th of April 
must register before June the first. 

Boys who become 19 after April 20 
1918 must register with the registrar 
within 10 days after reaching their 
19th birthday. 

Of these latter boys, however those 
who have become 19 between April 20 
May 21, have until June 1st to regist- 
er. 

There has been as yet no order 
made regarding the medical examina- 
tion of these young men and no or- 
der has been issued calling them out 
for training.

Bvery kernel of Wheat which can be 
spared in Canada mist be shipped ov- 
erseas to the allies. just as soon as 
possible. In order to assure this be- 
ing done the government has taken 
| action which may appear drastic, 

In. the first place, word has been 
received that it is altogether prob- 
able that farmers will be’ orderéd’ to 
sell all the surplus grain that they 
have onhand. It is reported thatvall 
wheat that has not been placed on 
the market by the first of June will be 
commandeered and sold at a lower 
price than is now fixed by the govern- 
ment. 

In the second place, no flout mill in 
Canada is to be allowed to have on 
hand more than ten days supply of 
wheat. Since May 6 they have *been 
allowd to have stored not more than 
four weeks supply. Now this has been 
reduced té ten days’ supply, and no 
flour mill is permitted to buy any more 
grain until it has less than ten days 
supply on hand, Then it must apply 
to the board of grain supervisers for 
permission to buy up -to ten day’s 
supply. ; 

Secretary Higsinbotliam of the U. 
F.A., yesterday received word from 
the board of grain supervisors, re- 
questing him make it known through 
the organization, that it is desirable 
that the farmers should market all 
the wheat that they have on hand at 
once. This may be preliminary to 
more drastic measures. 

The reason for his request, Mr. 
Higginbotham said is that the govern- 
ment wishes to get all of last year’s 
Canadian wheat on he way to Europe 
before the United States crop comes 
on. 

“Now that seeding is over, there is 
no necessity for the farmer hoarding 
any of his grain,” said Mr. Higginbo- 
tham. 

The request to the farmers and the 
order to the mills are in all probabil- 
ity closely related. 

“The story of the whole thing is 
é&xpedience” said a prominent grain 
man to a freporter, in discus- 
sing the situation. “If this wheat 
were left to the small mills they might 
be grinding at it all summer. The 
bigger mills could grind it in a com- 
paratively short time.’ 

Frank B, Ham manager of the Wes- 
tern Canada Flour Mills Co. when 
asked by the Albertan last night, sta- 
ted regarding the order to the mills. 

“The government no doubt ‘figures 
that there is a large quantity of grain 
still in the hands of the farmers. If 
chis can be. started moving it will be 
possible for the mills to be kept going 
without any let up.” 

When informed that the UF.A. had 
been asked to rquest that the farmers 
sell all their surplus grain at once, 
and that there was a veiled threat that 
more drastic measures would be taken 
if they did not, Mr. Ham said>that he 
was very glad to learn this because 
it confirmed his belief. 

‘If this grain is started moving there 
wil! be no need for any of the mills 
to close down. 

“Even if they do have to close down 
at times for a few days, none of them 
will worry. We have had a steady 
grind for three years, and our ma- 
chinery is in need of repairs. Other 
mills are situated in the same way, I 
unde’ stand.” 

(ne of the best informed grain mer 
in Alberta stated last night that the 
board of grain supervisors is probably 
basing its action on the belief that 
there is sufficient grain in the hands 
of the farmers to keep the mills going 
during the summer months. “If their 
estimate of the amount of grain has 
not been too high, then the mills will 
be able to continue operations,” he 
said, “An effort is now being made 
through the grain interests to ascer- 
tain just how much marketable grain 
is in the hands of the farmers, with 
a view of finding out whether there 
is sufficient quantity of wheat avail- 
able to keep the mills going during 
the summer months.” 

Another miller stated that when the 
order was first received that there 
should only be ten days supply of 
grain on hand, things looked dark, as 
it was never thought possible before. 
It had been customary to have from 
two to three months supply on hand. 
However if the farmers are ordered 
to ship their grain at once it might 
be possible. 

It has been rumored for some time 
that there has been a great deal of 
wheat hoarding done by German set- 
tlers, especially in Saskatchewan. 
Whether this is a fact or not, this “re 


quest” which in all probability will be 


followed with a drasti¢ order, will 
bring out of the farmers’ bins the 
grain needed. 

Regarding the story of Germans 


hoarding grain, a local grain merchant 
yesterday stated that it did not ap- 
parently apply to Alberta as the move- 
ment from points such as Beiseker was 
just as free as from other parts of the 
province, The district from which 
there apparently has been a restricted 
movement is that strip of land be- 


tween. the Empress branch and the 
main litie of the ©,.P.R. 

ee western mills have been ordered 
to ship their surplus stocks of wheat 
to Fort William at once. Each mill 
has received a written order from the 
board of grain supervisors. Tlie quan- 
tity of grain which has. been ordered 
shipped from each of the milis fol- 
lows:

Dr. Beland Free 


Ottawa, May 14—Hon. Dr. Beland, 
who will soon be back in Canada, is a 
former postmaster-general of Cana/la, 
having occupied the post for a few 
months previously to the general el- 
ection of 1911, which resulted in de- 
feat of the Laurier admnistration. He 
having been elected by acclamation 
in his absence in December last. 

Just before the outbreak of the war 
Dr. Beland was married to a Belgium 
lady, He was on his honeymoon trip 
in Belgium when the Germans over- 
ran the country in August 1914.) He 
could have got away but remained to 
give succor to the Belgians and Ger- 
man wounded. With characteristic 
indifference to his labors of mercy, the 
Germans made him a prisoner and he 
remained prisoner despite repeated 
efforts on the part of the Imperial 
authorities and the Dominion govern- 
metn to secure his release. His free- 


dom comes now as the result of a re- 
cent agreement between the British 
and German governments and neu- 
tral agencies for the release of prison- 
ers upwards of forty-five 
age. 

Dr. Beland’s health, never too ro- 
bust, failed steadily during his stay 
in Germany and some time ago he was 
given some measure of freedom. Ab- 
out a year ago his wife became ill in 
Belgium but he was not permitted by 
the German authorities to visit her. 
The illness terminated fatally.

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56 ‘PERCENT FALL WHEAT IS 
KILLED 


Ottawa, May 16—-The census and 
statistics office has issued a report 
on the area and condition of hay and 
hay and clover meaodws, and the pro- 
gress of spring seeding, as complied 
from the reports of the crop corres- 
pondent at the end of April. Winter 
killing of fall wheat in Ontario is re- 
ported"as especially severe. It is es-/ 
timated to amount to 56 per cent. 
which reduces the acreage under this 
in Ontario from 630,200 acres as sown! 
last fall to 277,200 acres, the area to 
be harvested. This is the largest 
proportion of fall wheat winter killed 
in Ontario and the lowest acreage left 
for harvesting since the records were 
begun in 1809. In Alberta the per- 
centage winter killed is estimated at 
10 per cent., thus reducing to 55,- 
550 acres the area of 61,400 acres 
sown last year. 

For the whole of Canada the area 
sown, namely, 711,000 acres, is reduc- 
ed by 51 per cent. to 348,670 acres. 
The condition of fall wheat on April 
30 is also the lowest on record, nam- 
ely, 52 per cent. of the standard for'! 
Ontario, and 59 per cent. for all the! 
fall wheat provinces. Converted into | 
a standard of 100 as representing the | 
average condition of April 30 for the | 
nine years 1909 to 1917, the corditions 
of fall wheat for Canada on April 30 
1918 indicates a yield per acre of 71 
per cent.. or 29 per cent. below the 
average of the past nine years. 

About 11 per cent. of the erea an- 
der hay and clover is reported as 
winter killed as compared with 9 per 
cent. last year, The condition in per- 
centage of the standard representing 
a full crop is 84 per cent for Canada 
compared with 86 per cent last year.
